VIENNA, Sept. 17.—Rioting, resulting pri- 
marily from the high pride of foods and the 
other necessaries of life, today reached al- 
most the proportions of a revolt against the 
government. 
In a half score of fights between the riot- 
ers and the soldiery in all parts of the city, 
hundreds of persons were killed and wound- 
ed. The exact extent of the casualties is un- 
known. The rioters, led by political agitators, 
erected barricades in the streets, and numer- 
ous. rifle volleys and saber charges were 
needed to dislodge them. 
Many of the rioters carried firearms and the 
soldiers suffered a heavy lose from their fire. 
Others of the soldiers and police were struck. 
down by missiles thrown from the house 
roofs and upper windows. 


Political Agitators Busy. 

That the movement was not altogether a 
sudden outbreak on the part of those an- 
gered by the high prices of foods, but was 
at least in part instigated by plotters for 
political purposes, was shown by the fact 
the great mass of the people were cheering 
for revolution and shouting out their

After the speeches it appeared that all of 
the members of the mob had concealed stones 
in their pockets and with these missiles 
they bombarded the windows of the rath- 
haus. The police attempted to check the at- 
tack but only succeeded in drawing the mis- 
siles upon themselves. There were fierce 
clashes between the police and the rioters 
until noon when it was decided to cal) out 
a part of the garrison and a regiment of 
cavalry was sent against the mob. 

The appearance of the troops Intensified the 
wrath of the rioters, who shouted: 

We want no military. We want bread.” 


Cavalry Charges Mob. 

Three separate charges were made by the 
cavalry before the mob was dispersed and 
then it was not dispersed for long Rein- 
forcements came from other parts of the city 
and the rioters stoned everything in sight. 
Clashes between the police and the mob con- 
tinued throughout the afternoon. 

Besides smashing windows in all directions 
thé mob wrecked a café and demolished an 
automobile standing in the street. The riot- 
ers tore down the palisading in the rathhaus 
park, from which they removed the seats ta 
build barricades. . 

The cavalry charged these barricades re- 
peatedly, but with little effect, and the 
stormy scenes were not ended until the in- 
fantry Was called out and ordered to fire 
upon the mobs. At the first volley many 
rioters fell, either killed or wounded. One 
bundred of the mob leaders were placed 
under arrest. 


Trouble in Outer Districts. 
The firing by the infantry ended the trou- 


‘ble im the city, but it was renewed in the 


outer districts, especially in the quarters 
where live the working classes! The rioters 
attacked the house of a priest that had been 
barricaded with overturned street cars, and 
smashed the street lamps so that at night- 
fall they could not be lighted. | 

The rioting in the Ottakring quarter was 
the most serious. The troops were obliged 
twice to fire into the crowd and many rioters 
fell bleeding to the ground. Later the mob, 
dispersed by this attack, reunited behind 
barricades in the principal streets in the 


| Ottakring districts and made a desperate 
} stand against the troops. The rioters were 


aided by the householders in the districts, 


who hurled missiles of various kinds on the 


soldiers from the upper windows of houses. 
It was late tonight before a semblance of 
order was restored in this district. There 
are fears of a renewal of the scenes tomor- 
row morning.

Crowd of ‘Italians Foree Mo- 
torman and Conductor to 
Lock Selves Inside. 


Hundreds of infuriated Italians laid siege 
to a street car crew yesterday afternoon after 
a 5 year old girl had been run over and fatal- 
ly injured on Milwaukee avenue. 

„ Kill them! Kill them?” shouted the mem- 
mers ofthe mob. They have killed a little 
girl.“ 

Police squads from the East and West 
Chicago avenue stations were rushed to the 
scene of the accident. Revolvers were drawn 
and the Italians who were attempting to 
climb into the windows of the car where the 
conductor and motorman were hiding were 
driven back. The car doors had been locked. 
The crowd finally was dispersed. 


Child Dies at Hospital. 

The child, Selva Sall, who lived with her 
parents at 628 Milwaukee avenue, was hur- 
ried to the county hospital. She did not re- 
gain consciousness, dying from the effects of 
her injuries just before midnight. She was 
the daughter of Isadore Sall. 

The accident happened at Ohio street and 
Milwaukee avenue. The child, who was 
about to purchase a balloon, started to walk 
across the tracks, not anticipating any dan- 
ger. It is said that she walked slowly, with 
her head down. The street car was coming 
fast.

CRUSADE THROUGHOUT LAND. 
Whole Country Is to Be Covered by 


Movement Which Starts in New

New York, Sept. 17.—[{Special.]—The men 
and religion forward movement, which has 
the support of J. P. Morgan, will send out 
tomorrow its battalion of thirty trained men 
and formally open a nation wide compaign 
to bring the Christian life to men and boys.

Every large city in the United States and 
Canada will be visited in the campaign, which 
will last until May 1. 

“This will be thé Most expensive religious 
movement of modern times,” said Henry 
Reed, representing the local committee. 
„For more than a year preparations have 
been made under the general direction of the 
committee of ninety#even, representing 
foremost financiers, merchants, manufac- 
turers, and men of affairs in the United 
States. They are going to put through this 
religious campaign with the same energy and 
thoroughness with which they have put 
through great undertakings in the business 
world. The movement is thoroughly unde- 
nominational.” 

The trained workers-will divide into groups 
for the smaller cities and will unite for the 
latger towns, such as New York, Chicago, 
Boston, and others.

LIGHTNING IS INCESSANT. 


An electrical storm, accompanied by « 
wind of high velocity and an intermittent 
display of lightning, swept over Chicago and 
neighboring suburbs shortly after 1 o'clock 
this morning.

Steele for Brolaski. The inspector, it is said,

Hunt is declared to have tha Brolaskt 
that he was trying a “ shakedown” game, 
that he owed him no money, and insisted 
that Brolaski receipt the statement in full 
without the payment of further money. 
Brolaski,. it d said, complied with the de- 
mand and left at once. 

“1 had paid Brolaski money, in all $300," 
the inspector said yesterday. That was 
a plenty for the work he had done in helping 
us to find that labor murder case witness. 
I paid him $200 some time ago and another 
$100 just before I went north, the latter 
part of August. He sent word to me that 
he needed money to go east with and I sent 
that amount for him, gensidering that it 
made enough’ or more than enough for his 
work for us. 

“The fact that we paid him this money 
is nothing more than the usual practice in 
police cases. We will pay any one for get- 
ting information for us that we want in a 
case. As to the claim that he prepared 
a gambling list for the police, I don’t think 
there is a ward of truth in it. I never saw 
or heard of such a list.” 

By some persons in close touch with the 
present investigation it was believed that 
the affair of last Friday may have a 
trap, as Brolaski had a witness with him 
who watched the former gambler go into

RAILROAD STRIKE | 


Many Lines Involved in Big 
Walkout Started by 
Freight Handlers. 


EFFECT FELT IN ENGLAND 


Few Vessels Arrive at Ports Car- 
rying Foodstuffs from 
Producers. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—-A serious railroad 
strike has started in Ireland and is causing 
renewed fear that the simmiering dissatis- 
faction of the laboring men in the unitea 
kingdom III boll ¢ over. 

Th e began to spread late on Friday 
night and early Saturday morning on Ire- 
land’s largest railroad, the Southern and 
Western. The freight handlers refused to

Many others joined the strikers Saturday 
and traffic has been dislocated. Some freight 
men of the Great Northern, the Micland, and 
the Great Western heve gone out in sym- 
pathy. On Saturday their strike seemed 
confined to Dublin, but today it spread and 
now the Southeastern is the only railroad 
runping into Dublin that is not affected. 


Trouble Starts in Limerick. 

All 
the men at Inchicore, the Great Southern’s 
main freight depot, have struck. Numbers 
of men have gone out at other places. 
The strikers have notified the manager of 
the Great Southern they will not work un- 
less they are promised exemption from the 
handling of freight consigned by firms who 
are engaged in disputes with their employés.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—Former Unit- 
ed States Senator Thomas Henry Carter of 
Montana, for many years a notable and pic- 
turesque character in national politica, once 
chairman of the Republican national com- 
mittee, and since last year chairman of the 
American section of the international com- 
mission, died at his home early today of in- 
farction of the lungs. He was 57 years old. 

Mr. Carter bad been under the care of a 
physician for months. He was able to go 
about, however, and his ailment, a filling of 
the lungs with clotted blood, did not become 
acute until about a week ago. | 

A Baltimore specialist was summoned last 
Wednesday, and at that time the attending 
physician expressed confidence in the pa- 
ttent’s recovery. But the malady became 
worse and death resulted at 8 o'clock this 
morning. Mrs. Carter and their sons, stu- 
dents at Georgetown menu. were with 
him when he died. 

Will Be Buried in East. 

The funeral service will be held at St. 
Paul's Roman Catholic chureh in this city 
at 10 a. m.

The bandages were removed at 10 o'clock 
and the mouth of the wound was found to be 
in a satisfactory state. The bullet was felt 
under the skin and removed, a local anes- 
thetic being employed. The patient stood the 
operation well in every way.“ 

The premier showed no improvement dur- 
ing the day and the midnight bulletin, how- 
ever, was not reassuring. It read: 

Late tonight: M. Stolypin is still show- 
ing symptoms of peritonitis. Temperature, 
98; pulse, 116 to 120; respiration, 28."

JACOB SLUMBERED UPON IT. 


Relic of Biblical Times Reposes. in 
Westminster Abbey. 


[BY CABLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDE.} 
LONDON, Sept. 17.-—It bas been left to the 
twentieth century to add one of the mest 
amazing traditions to the many surround- 
ing the famous stone of destiny which for 


six centuries has reposed beneath the British 
coronation chair. The most familiar of the 
medieval legends is that the stone was the 
one used by Jacob for his pillow at Beth-@l. 

Preaching today at Westminster abbey, 
Archdeacon Wilberforce astonished the con- 
gregation by quoting a well known antt- 
quarian who has specially studied stones as 
saying that the stone of destiny is also 
the rock from which Moses struck water for 
the thirsting children of Israel 

The name of the antiquarian wae not men- 
tloned by Archdeacon Wilberforce, but he 
was quoted as saying that he was convinced 
that the stone was really Jacob's pio. 
After its use as guch it was considered secred 
and was carried from place to place by the 
Israelites in their wanderings in the wilder- 
ness. 

The antiquarian showed to the Archdeacon 
Wilberforce a cleft in the back of the rock 
from which he said he believed that the 
water had gushed after Moses had struck 
the stone with his staff. 

The stone, it is believed, was taken to the 
temple of Solomon, and, after ite destruc- 
tion, to Jerusalem. From Jerusalem it wee 
taken by Titus to Spain. Thence it reached 
Ireland, later was taken to Scotland and waa 
brought to London by Edward L 


MONARCHISTS PLOT TO SNEAK 
INTO PORTUGAL IN GROUPS. 


Plan to Reassemble When Across the 
Frontier and Have Arms Brought to 
Them by Smugglers. 


LISBON, Sept. 17-—Late advices from the 
frontier say that, in view of the instructions 
issued by the Spanish government, the mon- 
archist plotters against the republic have 
abandoned Galicia and are preparing to en- 
ter Portugal. They will proceed across the 
border without arms and have arranged with 
bands of smugglers to bring into Portugal 
all their arms and supplies and store them 
in caves in the mountains. 

The royalists plan to pass the frontier at 
night singly or in groups, thus concealing 
their numbers, and they will reassemble on 
a date fixed by Capt. Couceire, the royalist 
leader. 

The government hopes to prevent the re- 
assembling of the monarchists by dispatch- 
ing the republican troops, now concentrated 
at strategical points on the frontier, as fiy- 
ing columns, to disperse the invaders. 

The recent monarchist conspiracy un- 
earthed at Vianna do Castello appears to have 
been more serious than at first thought. A

However, shortly after the recess, he said he 
would like to defer the rest of his defense 
until some other date. He was tired. The 
meeting was held at 207 West Washington 
street. 

Morgan defended himself and his party rec- 
ord and repeated his former charges against 
the Socialist leaders and press. Victor Ber- 
Morris 
Hillquit, one of the two international secreta- 
ries of the party: J. O. Bentall, state secre- 
tary; J. Mahlon Barnes, and others came in 
for caustic criticism.

was a decrease in the income from invest- 
ments of nearly $5,000,000, as compared with 
last year. The company, however, declares 
dividends totaling 20 per cent. 

The annua! meeting of the company will be 
held on Oct. 8. It is announced that the cur- 
rent earnings cont...ue at about the average 
rate for the year, and on that basis the board 
of directors has declared a regular dividend 
of 2% per cent, an extra dividend of 1% per 
cent, and a special dividend of 1 per cent, all 
payable on Oct. 10 to stockholders of record 
on Sept. 23. 

The report says that the condition of the 
Russian Brake company is satisfactory and 
that a good revival of business in the Russian 
empire was evidenced by the receipt during 
August of a 5 per cent dividend. 

The manufacturing profits on sales of brake 
apparatus, compressors, repair parts, and 
draft gear, aggregating $8,036,198. 14, as com-

Thus, the lady of the title, after leav- 
ing her husband inexplicably, returns to him 
inexplicably, so depriving the play of a theme 
which wouiu seem to be its reason for existence, 
As is surmised by Mr. B. M. Holland, the genial 
raisonner of the piece, ane left him because she 
loved him, and, by the same eourse of explana- 
tion, returned to aim be ause she loved him not. 


None of which seemed to be of much im- 
portance to those who went to the Blackstone 
last evening, for The Grain of Dust was re- 
ceived with the utmost favor, as was its star, 
Mr. Hackett, of whom it may be said in praise, 
not entirely unqualified, that he acted more 


capably than he ever has before: The labortous 


simulation of ease and suavity, which has been 
one of this actor's heaviest handicaps, has, dis- 
appeared to a great extent, coming forth again, 
howevér, in his grotesque attempts to denote en- 
thusiasm, among other things. He is particu- 
larly at fault, for example, in the third att when 
he is called upon to be glad of the visit in a mo- 
ment of adversity of an old business friend and 
associate, He is best, like all actors, when he acts 
least—and there are many intervals in the per- 
formance of The Grain, of Dust when his 
impersonation of the masterful barrister is dig- 
nified, fluent, and altogether natural.

This lawyer, as brought out by Mr. Shipman, 
the dramatist, is rather a platitudinous chap, 
with a propensity for such phrases as It's a 
long lane that has no turning.“ and Praise 
from Sir Hubert is praise indeed.“ and Last 
analysis.“ and “ Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof.“ His most interesting manifesta- 
tion is in the second act, where, refusing the 
demand of his prospective father-in-law to 
cSabe his admiration. for his good’ looking 
stenographer, he withdraws from his firm and 
defies the gentleman to fulfill his threat to 
ruin him. The play might have more “punch” 
to it were the audience permitted to see this 
process of fulination, but it happens “off 
stage and is only talked about in the next 
act, as is the mystifying absence of the lady 
in the case. Among other agitating incidents 
of the novel omitted from the play is the 
period of inebriety through which the hero 
progressed. But heroes in plays are not per-

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON, | 


The Homey Apple Pie. 


N the year 1847 a writer on gardens said 
of the apple that it was “suited to 346,500 
square miles of the United States” and he 
would likely have spoken the truth had he 
said that the apple pie was as indigenous 

to the country as was the fruit out of which 
it was made. 

At that time the great commercial orchards 

of the west had not been developed, the sta- 
tistics concerning whose enormous extent and 
prolific character we should have to consult 
government reports to ascertain, but we know 
without statistics that the apple pie has sadly 
declined in popularity since the days when 
Emerson thought it a viand necessary to a 
complete and satisfying breakfast. 
One of the reasons why this confection has 
lost some—perhaps only a little, perhaps much 
—of its old time popularity is because it is 
seldom well cooked. Perhaps the fireless 
cooker, with the hot stones or radiators, will 
help solve the cooking problem for the apple 
pie. The ordinary gas oven is not well 
adapted to its cooking. 

One of the ways the difficult cooking prob- 
lem is met is to make a pie with no upper 
crust, somewhat like the German apple cake 
and the French gateau. If a meringue is 
added these open pies are pretty and de- 
liclous. Another way is to cook or perhaps 
only to parboil the apple before putting it 
into the pie. The extra cooking always im- 
proves the flavor of the apple, especially when 
little pieces of butter have been dotted over 
the apple and sugar. 

Any Food cooking apple is suitable for pies, 
but of the ‘more common sorts perhaps the 
greening and Baldwin make as fine a pie as 
any. Wh all the splendid new varieties it 
is difficult to say which is best. There are 
fine apples now, just one of which will make 
a pint of the best apple sauce and Is quite 
ample for a pie.

The following recipes. are. from housewives 
in and about Chicago: 

Gateau de Pommes.—Rub a cup of flour 
and two tablespoons ef lard together and 
add enough cold water to bind: the whole. 
It must not be wet or the dough will be 
tough—that is the secret of a flaky dough. 
Roll it just so it will not break, line a good 
sized pie plate and lay your pfeces of apple 
—peeled and cored and sliced in eight pieces 


each—so that they will overlap each other 


all around, then another row and still others 
until your pie is covered like a crown. 
Sprinkle over it a small cup of sugar and a 
little nutmeg, then beat one egg, add to it 
two tablespoons of cream, beat together, and 
spread all over your pie. We never cover 
our gateau in France, but you can put little 
bands of the dough in lattice style on before 
the sugar and egg and call it “tarte,”"— 
Lc. &. : |

Apple Pie I.—Pare and slice the apples and 
wash them, Cut into one cup of flour and 
one-elghth teaspoon of salt one-third cup of 
lard. When well mixed add enough ice cold 
water to make a stiff ddugh—from one-fourth 
cup of. water to one-third is sufficient. It 
depends upon the flour. Knead very little and 
roll out to one-eighth inch thick and cover 
tin. Fill with apples and add one-third to 
one-half cup of sugar. according to the sour- 
ness of the apple A dust of cinnamon adds 
to the flavor of the pie. Cover with a top 
crust and place in a hot oven for ten minutes, 
Reduce the heat and let cook slowly until 
apple is tender.—F. C. 

Apple Pie II.—Crust: One large cup of flour, 
two heaping tablespoons lard, one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Add to flour three-fourths tea- 
spoon baking powder, rub fine, and mix with 
ice cold water. Roll without turning. Pare 
five nice large apples, slice very thin and 
fine, put some sugar on bottom crust, fill with 
apples and over the top put the balance of 
a cup of sugar, sprinkle with cinnamon or 
nutmeg, and put a few specks of butter on 
top and add about three or four tablespoons 
of cold water. Before putting in apples per- 
forate bottom crust with a fork, and dampen 
between edges of two crusts with water a 
the juice of. your pie will all remain inside. 
Sprinkle sugar over top crust.— M. D.

FINISHED BARS IN DEMAND. 


Crop Outlook Encourages Implement 
Makers Railroad Buying Poor. 


Specifications for all lines of finished ma- 
terial in the iron and steel trade continue’ 
good in the Chicago district, but the amount 
of new business is nominal in character, the 
week just closed having been one of the poor- 
est of the year in that respect. 

Steel bare lead in activity among the fin- 
ished lines, largely owing to the excellent 
crop outlook) in the middle west, with re- 
sultant orders from the manufacturers of 
agricultual lines. Bar iron has receded to 
its former price of $1.20, Chicago, and low 
prices on steel bars are still in evidence, not- 
withstanding the activity in this line. Track 
bolts have been shaded 50c a ton. 

Aside from an order for 1,200 tons of stand 
ard rails from the Illinois Steel company by 
the Canadian Pacific and the fact that the 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville railway 
is taking prices on 1,000 gondolas, there is 
nothing special to note in railroad buying. 


Pig Iron Market Stronger. 

In the pig iron market an encouraging note 
is the fact that the foundries are not delay- 
ing in taking out the tonnage specified in 
their contracts and that practically all hold- 
over deliveries from the first half have been 
cleaned up. Although southern furnaces 
continue to hold out for $10.20, Birmingham 
for future delivery, it is possible to obtain 


fron for immediate shipment on a $10.00 
basis. 


seeking business beyond the close of the 
year, although there is considerable inquiry 
for next year. Thisis largely tentative, how- 
ever. Nominally quotations are $10.50 for 
delivery through the fourth quarter of this 
year and the first quarter of next year and 
for first quarter delivery alone $11.00. In 
some cases $11.25 is asked. 


Northern Furnaces Show Weak. 

The comparatively weak position of the 
northern furnaces—all those situated morth 
of the Ohio river—has a dragging influence 
on the market at the present time, as in the 
south stocks have been largely reduced and 
a good many stacks have blown out. North- 
ern furnaces, on the other hand, are not only 
carrying heavy stocks but are making more 
iron than they are selling at the present time. 

A number of projects of considerable size 
are pending, but there is a slight lull in the 
structural steel market of the west at this 
time. Contracts reported let in this district 
last week will require about 3,300 tons of 
steel, 

In the Chicago scrap market lower prices 
are ruling. Market for railroad wrought has 
settled down to $10.75, f. o. b. Chicago, with 
shafting quoted at $14.50@16.00, and iron car 
axles at $17.75 per net ton. a decline of e. 
Holdings of the Santa Fé railroad are now 
estimated at 40,000 tons, with no immediate 
indications of being reduced. 


AUGUST BALANCE OF TRADE 
FAVORS THE U. S. $18,000,000. 


Exports of $144,241,515 Set New 
Record for the Month—Imports 
Also Were Large. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—Commerce of 
the United States with foreign countries was 
prosperous during the month closed, witha 
balance of trade for the month of more than 
$18,000,000 in favor of American business 
men. 

With exports of 3144, 241.515, August this 
year made a new record for the month, sur- 
passing August exports in all previous years 
and August of a year ago by almost $10,- 
000,000, according to statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, issued today. 

The imports also were large, amounting to 
$125,827,112. This amount placed August of 
this year in second place, it being surpassed 
only by August of 1910. Considerably more 
than one-half of the imports entered free of 


duty.
